The little band inereased in num-
bers rapidly, and in a few months the
worshipors felt confident of their ability to
form amd malntain a church in that sec-
tion of the city. Larger gquuarters being
nevded, they cast about for a site and the
present location appeared the most inviting.

There was some little settlement on the
square north, as also west and south of this
site, but the square opposite was un-
baproved, the open  stream  traversing
from Hth and G str®ets to 4th and B streets,
and the rear of the city hall and the jail
ifid not add to the attractiveness of the
location. This site was part of the hold-
ings of Gen. John P. Van Ness, who, from
IR0 to IS4, was the mayor of the city, and
December 24, 1828, he executed a deed
therefor to George Crandall, Bnoch Tucker
and others as trustees. This was lot 10,
sSqQuare 455—42.2 feet on F street and 75 feet
on Hth street, and Gen. Van Ness stipulated

thit it should be used for religious pur-
poses,

Come as Christmas Gift
This, coming as a Christmas gift, was an
incentive to the movement, and, having the
site in hand, preparations were made for
the erection of a church home. By May
folfowing (1829) Wesley Chapel was on the
slte, and it was dedicated by Bishop Me-

There were numbers of memrhers of Con-
gress and govermment offficers who wor-
shiped here. not & few taking active parts
in the church work. Mr. Juetice MeTean
nf the Bupreme Court of the United States
often lesl one of the surrise classes. and H.
W. Hilliard of Alabama freavently occu-
piel the pulpit and ass=isted in the meetings.
Even at that dav the services af women
were recornlized. for Mrs. W, (G, Deale, the
mother of the late Rev. J. 8. Deale, fre-
quently led a class.

The voung church was prosperous filnan-
vially. for some of the old records show
that the collectlons were about equal to
those In the parent church, and the num-
her of class leaders 'ndlcate that the pecu-
liar feature of the church—the class meet-
inge—was not negiected. Many of these
meetings were held in private residences,
Those at the homes of Mr. Havenner, on C
street, and Dr. Sewall. at 4% and C streets,
at sunrise Sunday mornings, were quite
popular with sojourners.

Beeomes Separate Orzanization.

In nine years of companionship with
Foundry, during which the most harmo-
nious relations  existed, Wesley had so
FTOWN as to Inspire confidence in its mem-
bership that the church was able to sustain
itself. The parent church was equally con-

fldent, and when Wesley's wishes were
made known the quarierly conference at

the early days was that under the pastor-
ate of Rev, John Davis (1840-11), conducted
by Rewv, John Newland Maffitt, an evan-
gelist, during which hundreds professed
conversion, So groat were the crowds at-
tending the services that hours before the
donrs were opened people fitled the streets
and the church was 50 packed, night after
nipht, that the ministers were compelled to
enter by a ladder and throveh o window to
redach the pulplt. These were not econtined
to the congregation, for more than onee the
revival spirvit pervadded the Sunday school.

The missionary spirlt was early developed,
and, not eontent with raising funds for the
cause, the church and school have done
much misionary work, to say nothing of in-
dividual work. It wis well cquipped there-
for, having, in additlon to the stationed
ministers, Messrs.  Mitchall, MeConnell,
Serivener, Thomas Sewall, R. W, Lathumn,
Samuel Norment, Juhn Riggles, Jere D. La-
tham, C. . Burr and others as local
prewchers to ald In the work,

That the church authorities regarded the
appointment an important one is evident
from the standing of the ministers assigned
its pulpit, those officlating in the '30's beiny
among the most prominent In the connec-
tion,  TFollowing the lamented «Cgokman
came Rev. John Davis, afterward at the
Foundry; W. B. Edwards. fatler of Rev.
Dir. W. 8. Edwards, now of Baltimore: Nor-
vil Wilson, who sérved as presiding elder
in both the M. E. and M. E. South con-
ferences, father of Blshop Alpheus Wilson;
Henry Slicer, who, as presiding elder, had
the oversight of the charge in its Infancy
and was a chaplain of Congress more than
cne term; Littleton F. Morgan, for several
terms presiding elder; Dr. 'W. 8. BEdwards,
son of a former pastor: 8. 8. Roszel, son of
Stephen G, Roszel, whd served in '28 and
‘2 James H. Brown, R. L. Dashiel, Wm.
Krebs, Mr. Morgan, Dabney Ball, Dr, J.
A. MceCauley, several tlmes a presiding el-
der, and president of Dickinson College.

Cn the organization of McKendree some
of the Wesley people took their member-
ship there, and late In the 40°'s an attemp:

Nursery of the Church.

"hat the Bunday school is the nursery of
the church is amply proved by not only the
membership of Wesley, but by the resulis
of missionary work, in which schools
have developed strong church organiza-
tions. The school of Wesley dates back to
the first services, or at least to the oceu-
pancy of the old chapel. The early supor-
intendents were Wesley Stevenson, W. W.
Watking and Hevry Davis, and @ier on the
school was in charge of T. H. Havenner, T.
Jeff. Magruder. W. R. Woodward, W. D,
Shepherd and Charles H. Lane, these filling
out the first half of her history.

As in the church, there were revivals in
the school, and many were led therefrom
into the church, and some into the minis-
try. Revs. J. 8. Deale, D.D.: Thos. Sewall,
W. 8. Edwards, D.D.; J. B. Stitt, Page Mil-
burn, W. W. Van Arsdale and G. W. Israel
were in thelr young days attached to the
school or church. The school, like the
church, has had =ome drawbacks, and once
the outlook was particularly gloomy, Mr.
T. Jeff. Magruder was in 1560 the superin-
tendent, and regarding the transfer of the
minister, Rev. Dabney Ball, as arbitrary on
the part af the conference, withdrew from
the church and school, and when he walked
out mearly the entire membership went
with : him. Mr. W. R. Woodward was
eleoted superintendent of the school. begin-
ning with the following Sunday. The de-
pleted ranks were recrulted, and even-
tually the school regained its former plane.

The Chapel Choir.

One of the features of old Wesley Chapel
was its cholr, organized in the early days
of the church, and regarded for over a
quarter of a century as one of the best, if
not the leading, volunteer chorus cholr of
the District. And that it was progressive
‘and apt to utilize good music wherever
found, it can be stated that at a camp
mecting In Monigomery county vears ago
the choir captured from the colored people
on the ground some of their tunes, and in
a short time Introduced them at the chapel,
some of thom from here finding their way
to the music books and becoming popular

They therefore
consider It a solemn duty, as well as a
simple act of self-preservation, to kil at
sight, if possible by a stedthy blow from
behind, any one known to have practiced
anthropophagy.

The missionaries say that It is usually
hunger, and not a passion for 1umaa flesh,
that drives them to the practice. Father
Dablon tells in his Journal of a disease that
was quite common among some of these
Indians. The wvictim suddeuly ame a
hypochondriac, his malady aeve ing into
a mania. In #s succeading .- the n-
sane was seized with such hungor for hu-
man flesh that he sprang like a famished
wolf upon all that he met. “In proporton,’”
savs the good father, “as he finds where-
with to glut this hunger, it grows like
thirst in dropsy, and accordingly the In-
dians never fail to kill at once any one
sezled with this disease.”

This will be the line of defense made on
behalf of the present Indian prisoners at
Edmonton. Father Nedelace, who journeyved
as far north as Lake Mistassini to minister
to the Indians there, reports the murder of
i young man, elghteen years of age, in
1867, by hlzs own mother, for the same rea-
son, and another missionary tells the story
of the murder by another Indian woman of
two entire families, with the exception of
one young man. The victims included two
men, two women, three bovs and four giris,
and she subsisted for some time upon thelr
flesh. The late Father Durocher canverted
to Christianity a Naseapes woman named
Veronlque, who was an inveierate cannibal,
and only escaped death at the hands of
other members of her tribe because of the
dread which she Inspired 'n them by reason
of her powers as a sorceress. Her first vie-
tim was her husband, who had cied of star-
vatlon, and she continuad her feast until
she had devoured three of ter chiliven, two
of whom had died of hunger, while the
third was killed by its unnatvral mother.
She next killed a woman of her own tribe,
who had herself feasted upon the body of
one of her children, and beecame food, In
turn, for the wretched Veronicue. It was
thought within the last few years that can-
nibalism was extinet among Canadian In-
dians, but the contrary s evidently the
case.

“The saying, "When the cows come home,
means something to Obadlah Sands of e
nois,” sald a citigen of that state. “It ree
quires the coming home of 120,000 cows to
supply the milk with which he makes his
annual output of butter, He made and
sold 14,000,000 pounds of butter last year,
and recelved §2,500,000 for it. Of course, he
didn’t stand and agitate the churn dasher
that thrashed all that butter out: but the
employes of the 160 creameries that he
owns and controls mansged to churn it
Obadlah Sands is the largest butter pro-
ducer in the world, and 1welve years ago he
began with one small creamery. Now it re-
quires twenty carloads, or more than 600
tons of salt to salt the butter he turns out
every year and 6,000 farms to support the
